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Cracks in support for tax bill 


Backing is soft among some 
of state’s House Republicans

House leadership in Wash- 
ington can’t count on the Cali- 
fornia delegation’s full support 
of the Republican tax bill now 
before Congress, as a half 


dozen California GOP mem- 
bers are either opposed to it, 
undecided or fearful to even 
express an opinion because 
they’re facing tough re-election 
fights. 

Republicans plan to vote 


Thursday on the bill. Without 
getting any Democrats on their 
side, the maximum number of 
Republican votes they can lose 
is 22. So far, eight — including 
Rep. Darrell Issa, R-Vista (San 
Diego County) — have said 
they will oppose it. Three Cali- 
fornian Republicans — Rep. 
Tom McClintock of Elk Grove 
(Sacramento County), Rep. 
Steve Knight of Palmdale (Los

County) — did not respond to 
The Chronicle Monday, even 
though they have previously 
expressed some level of sup- 
port for the tax plan.

Spotlight 
on Brown 
at climate 
summit

Gov. Jerry Brown led a group of U.S. 
political and business leaders visiting 
Germany this week to make a sales 
pitch to the rest of the world: that most 
Americans don’t support President 
Trump’s agenda on climate change — 
or lack thereof. 

For the first time since Trump vowed 
to pull out of the 2015 Paris climate 
agreement, the in- 
ternational communi- 
ty is meeting to dis- 
cuss how to go about 
cutting greenhouse 
gas emissions, an 
effort that’s only 
become harder with 
America’s new out- 
sider status. Even Syria, the other hold- 
out on the climate deal, revealed last 
week it’s now on board. 

But over the course of a week and a 
half and four countries, with a char- 
tered jet and a handful of staffers, 
Brown has sought to reassure the more 
than 190 nations participating in this 
month’s U.N. climate summit that, even 
without the White House, American 
cities and states can make progress
